Meeting called to order by Mayor Christie at 6: 30PM

City Clerk Jertson called the roll of council; Council Members Wozniak, Flynn, Lloyd, Fowler, Bourke and

Wilms were all present. Quorum achieved.

Mayor Christie gave a report of the condition of the City and its ability to weather the current health

crisis. He stated that most city offices are closed to the public and many city employees are working

from home. The phones are being answered, and the needs of the residents of Bella Vista are being
taken care of as before.

The City is in good financial condition and should remain so! Sales tax revenue, will be affected by the

many closures that have happened. The financial policy that was developed to handle economic

downturns is in place and ready if needed.

Financial report for January is out and sales tax data should be available soon in order to finish February
financials.

to research. Council Member Lloyd seconded the motion. Roll call vote was called, and supported

unanimously.

Council member Doug Fowler stated

that while he supports the scenic by- way in principal he is concerned that we should take closer

look at what it would limit in the way of signage. He made a motion to table until May meeting.
Seconded by Steve Bourke. Some discussion was held and Linda Lloyd stated that she is very

supportive of limiting signage on this stretch of highway. Mayor called for a vote on the motion
to table. Supporting were Doug Fowler and Steve Bourke. Opposing were Jim Wozniak, John

Flynn, Linda Lloyd and Larry Wilms. Motion to table failed.

A motion was made by Wozniak to pass, seconded by Wilms. Vote called and supported by
Wozniak, Wilms, Flynn, Lloyd and Bourke. Voting against was Fowler. Resolution approved.
